-27. A riveting unit (1) with a holding-down means (3) and a riveting die (4), it being 
possible for the holding-down means (3) and the riveting die (4) to be driven hydraulically by ^ 
means of a holding-down piston (12) and of a die piston (13), characterized in that the 
holding-down piston (12) and the die piston (13) are activated by the same hydraulic-pFcssure, 
the effective piston area (36) of the holding-down piston (12) being formed to be smaller than the 
effective piston area (14) of the die piston (13). 


28. The riveting unit as claimed in claim 27, characterized in that the holding-down 
piston (12) is disposed within the die piston (13), which is formed as an annular piston, and the 
holding-down piston (12) is coupled to the holding-down piston (3) by engaging radially through 
the die piston (13). 
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
